BY EXPLOSION IN 


SCHOOL CAFETERIA! 


Walls Torn Away in Kansas 
City Catholic High Base- 
ment — Cause Is Not 
Determined. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 9 
(AP).—Twenty-four students suf- 
fered cuts and burns, none serious, 
in an explosion which demolished 
the basement book store and cafe- 
teria of Rockhurst Catholic high 
school today. 

The Rev, Father Arthur Evans, 
principal of the school, estimated at 
least 250 of the 325 students were 
in the cafeteria when the blast oc- 
curred during an intermission from 
classes. Many were stunned and 
knocked to the floor but otherwise 
unhurt despite a fire which broke 
out almost immediately. 


Residents of the vicinity heard 
the explosion and saw the students 
scrambling out of the building, 
some with bleeding faces. 

Priests gained control of the pan- 
ic-stricken students and the fire 
was ¢éxtinguished when the fire 
department arrived. 

Cause of the blast was not deter- 
mined. Some of the victims said it 
was in the bookstore division where 


the front wall was torn completely 


away. A temporary wall 20 feet 
from the center of’ the explosion 
also crumpled and heavy two-inch 
steam pipes were bent. 

Most of the injuries were de- 
scribed as cuts from flying glass 
and minor burns. Some of the stu- 
dents were released from hospitals 
after receiving first aid treatment.

Cash by Mail.

I was in 
Jefferson City at the time. My son 
distributed the money to election 
workers in Louisiana, getting out 
the vote on election day. 

“The money was used for the 
general ticket and not for any par- 
ticular candidate. I did not tell 
Gov. Stark about it, not because 
there was any reason why I should 
not, but it was just one of many 
campaign details. 

“Acceptance of the contribution 
may not look so good now, but it 
looked all right at the time. Frank 
Boehm was a home-town boy who 
had been going up in the world, and 
it was represented to me as a per- 
sonal contribution from him.” 


Stark’s Statement. 


Gov. Stark told the Post-Dispatch 
he had had no knowledge of 
Boehm’s contribution, and that he 
had not discussed it with Murphy 
at any time.

The Federal Holding Company 
Act makes it a criminal offense for 
any registered holding company or 
subsidiary thereof by tee use of 
the mails or any means or instru- 
mentality of interstate commerce, 
or otherwise, directly or indirectly” 
to make such political contributions 
as those defined in the State Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. 

Although the Holding Company 
Act became effective in the latter 
part of 1935, the North American 
Co., of which Union Electric is a 
subsidiary, did not register with 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission as a holding company until 
Feb. 25, 1937, raising the questions 
as to whether Union Electric was 
subject to provisions of that act in 
1936. 

The maximum penalty for viola- 
tion of the Holding Company Act 
is two years in prison and a fine 
of $10,000.

This, they said, is the ultimate 
remedy for “the class conflict 
which makes of the labor market 
an arena where the two armies are 

in combat.” 

Under the “guild or corporative 
system,” employers and employes 
would be organized, “not according 
to the position they occupy in the 
labor market, but according to the 
diverse functions which they exer- 
cise in society.“ 

Reform of Morals. 

But with this economic remedy, 
the prelates emphasized, must 
come “the remedy in the spiritual 
order — a frank and sincere re 
turn to the teaching of the gospel.” 

Such a reform of morals is neces- 
sary, they declared, to combat “a 
disordered affection of the soul, 
having its source in original sin 
but aggravated by the present un- 
happy social conditions. 

“This leads to an unquenchable 
thirst for riches and temporal pos- 
sessions, and .. there develops 
a fever of speculation unrestrained 
by any scruple in committing the 
gravest injustices against others.” 

The statement on “The Church 
and Social Order” was issued by 
Archbishops and Bishops who form 
the administrative board of the 
National Catholic League Welfare 
Department, a clearing house for 
“Catholic action” groups. 

Principles Proposed. 

In brief, the document proposed 
these principles: n 

Social responsibility of property 
must be regulated by the state in 
order to distribute equitably the 
burden of providing for the com 
mon good, 

Labor must be free to bargain 
collectively in order to protect its 
rights; but the principle of force 
is wrong when used by either labor 
or capital. | 

Industry and society must accept 
jointly the responsibility of secur- 
ity for the workingman against un- 
employment, old age, sickness, acci- 
dent and death. 

A living’ wage is the first claim 
of labor, to provide not only decent 
family support but to make savings 
possible. Some wage increases 
however, “come not out of the 
profits of the wealthy but out of 
the increased prices for the poor.” 

The 9000-word statement, regard- 
ed as the prelates’ response to a re- 
cent encyclical which Pope Pius 
XII addressed to the church in the 
United States, was based largely 
on the encyclical “quadragesimo 
anno” (40 years after) of Pope 
Pius XI. : 

The prelates rejected both “ex-

Surveying the field of economic 
life, the prelates said: 

„It is manifestly impossible to

“In conformity with Christian 
principles,” they said, “economic 
power must be subordinated to hu- 
man welfare, both individual and 
social; social incoherence and ciass 
conflict must be replaced by cor- 
porate unity and organic function; 
ruthless competition must giv way 
to just and reasonable state regu- 
lations; sordid selfishness must be 
superseded by social justice and 
charity.’ 

Chief qualifications of the 
“guilds,” the prelates said, are that 
“they are autonomous, embrace 
whole industries and professions, 
are federated with other constitu- 
ent groups, possess the right of 
free organisation, assembly and 
vote, and that they should dedicate 
themselves to the common good 
and with governmental protection 
and assistance function in the es- 
tablishment of justice and the gen- 
eral welfare.” 

The prelates said the state it- 
self and the existing free organiza- 
tions of economic life should pre- 
pare the way for this “ideal type 
of vocational groups.” 

The prelates listed five questions 
around which most controversy 
centers today—ownership, property 
and labor, security, wages, éstab- 
lishment of social order —and pro- 
sented “Catholic doctrine regulat- 
ing these matters,” following the 
exposition given by Pope Pius XI 
in his celebrated encyclicals: 

Here is the gist of their discus- 
sions: 

The church has always defended 
the right to own private property. 


pect: One affecting the individual, 
the other affecting society. 

Two great dangers face society: 
The concentration of ownership 
and control of wealth, and its 
anonymous character resulting from 
some business and corporation law. 
Therefore, the civil authority must 
regulate the responsibility of prop- 
erty so that the burden of provid- 
ing for the common good is equit- 
ably distributed. 

It must establish conditions so 
that each individual may surely and 
justly come into possession of ma- 
terial goods necessary to his own 
livelihood. 


Labor and the Machine. 


Machine industry has developed 
an intensification of the individual- 
istic spirit, creating new problems 
for labor, It is freely admitted 
that modern industry requires con- 
siderable concentration of capital, 
but it is not admitted that concen- 
tration of ownership and control is 
necessary or beneficial.

that Adolf Hitler had visited the 
convent and from a church spire 
had viewed the results of bombard- 
ment. 

The nuns, Sister Bogumila and 
Sister Innocencia, were in Poland 
17.months. They said they returned 
to the United States because their 
passports would expire in March. 
They arrived in the Italian liner 
Saturnia en route to the order’s 
convent at Lodi, N. J. 

Sister Bogumila said there were 
seven other American nuns at the 
convent, which was established and 
operated with American funds, 
when the drive on Poland started. 

The nuns made an American 
flag, about 20 by 15 feet, ont of 
pieces of cloth and painted white 
stars on the blue field, This they 
hung, with signs proclaiming the 
nationality of the convent, on the 
walls. 

The German staff established 
headquarters at the convent, but 
the nuns were not molested and 
were, in fact, paid for the foo the 
Germans ate, Sister Bogumila said. 

Hitler was taken up into’ the 
steeple, she said, because it was 
one of the highest structures in 
the vicinity and Warsaw could 
plainly be seen. 

“No words can describe the bom- 
bardment,” Sister Bogumila said. 
“It was hellish. Dear God, they 
are all good martyrs, those Polish 
people.“ 

She said she had read the report

Vatican, describing anti-religious 
activities of the Nazis, but thought 
that “most of those things ap- 
pened in Prussian Poland ani in 
the Danzig territory.” 
Sisters Not Molested. 

“None .of the -sisters in Warsaw 
or Cracow were molested in any 
way by the. Germans,” she son- 
tinued. “I don’t know what hap- 
pened elsewhere, but I understand 
that our sisters in the Danzig vi- 
vinity were not as fortunate as 
we, and had to give up their garb

“Our church 
was damaged by Polish guns be- 
cause we were in the line of the 
defense fire by the Poles.” 
“The German soldiers and of- 
cers helped us to obtain food, and 
brought to us children whose par- 
ents had been killed. I can’t W- 
aggerate in saying how nice they 
were to us.” 

Sister Bogumila said the Ameri- 

can Consulate in Warsaw was of 
great help to the nuns, and gave 
them a letter of protection to show 
to German officers. 
When she left Warsaw on Jan. 14 
she and Siester Innocencia traveled 
to Italy by way of Vienna, she said. 
They wore their habits all the tiine 
and never had any difficulties with 
German officials.

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RECORD ILLINOIS OlL 
OUTPUT IN JANUARY 


Production of 10,825,000 Bar- 
rels More Than Double 
January, 1939. 


URBANA, IIL, Feb. 9 (AP), — 
Oil production in Illinois in Jan- 
uary was greater than in any month 
in the 35-year history of the State’s 
petroleum industry. 

The monthly drilling report of 
the State Geological Survey showed 
the month’s output was 10,825,000 
barrels against a previous record 
of 10,601,000 barrels established ‘last 
October. It more than doubled the 


January, 1939, total of 4,446,000 bar- 
rels. 

The record yield was established 
in spite of a sharp drop in the 
rate of well complctions, due to 
adverse weather conditions, the re- 
port said, January completions to- 
taled 234, of which 184 were pro- 
ducing wells, in comparison with 
343 completions and 284 producers 
in the previous month. 

Drilling ventures were under 
way in 52 counties last month and 
on Feb, 1 there were 133 drilling 
wells in 16 counties and 53 an- 
nounced new locations for tests. 
On the same date, Illinois had 5259 
producing oil and gas wells in 53 
pools that have been discovered 
since Jan. 1, 1937. The new fields 
are scattered over 18 counties. 

Dr. M. M. Leighton, geological 
survey chief, in commenting on 
current development, said a de- 
crease in the number of drilling 
operations is to be expected at the 
present time and for some months 
to come, because of seasonal con- 
ditions and the interest in produc- 
tion from deep formations. Deeper 
wells require greater investments 
and longer drilling periods, he ex- 
plained, thus reducing the number 
of drilling operations, 


RUSSIAN SHIP LEAVES U. S. 
WITH $2,600,000 WAR CARGO 


Heads for Vladivostok With Copper, 
Molybdenite and Other

Declaration, to Be Given to 
National Session, Op- 
poses Talks With Hitler 
Men. ; 


LONDON, Feb. 9 (AP).—A dec- 
laration by the British Labor 


party’s supreme governing body for 
presentation at the party’s national 
conference in May declares against 
peace negotiations with any Nazi 
Government of Germany. 

“The Labor party,” says the policy 
statement, “is convincéd that the 
Allies ought notgenter into peace 
negotiations except with a German 
Government which has not merely 
promised but actually performed 
acts of restitution... . 

“Restitution must include free- 
dom for the Polish and Czecho-Slo- 
vak peoples.” 

Although the party long has ad- 
vocated better British-Russian re- 
lations, the statement says, “we 
should regard extinction of the free 
Finnish democracy as an intoler- 
able disaster for civilization,” and 
asserts that Russia has made an 
“ynprovoked attack on Finland in 
shameless imitation of the Nazi 
technique.” 

Austria should be allowed to 
choose for itself whether to be in 
or outside the Reich, the statement 
says. 

Hugh Dalton, party spokesman, 
in commenting last night on the 


statement said it was more spe- 
cific on war and peace aims than 
any definition of policy by the 
Chamberlain Government. The Gov- 
ernment, he said, never has gone 
so far in declaring against peace 
negotiations with any leaders = 
the Nazi government. 

Explaining the absence of * 
reference to the  Russian-occu- 
pier part of Poland, Dalton said 
Britain was not at war with Rus- 
sia and the party decided. against 
trying to define now post-war ter- 
ritorial adjustments. 

On the future of Germany the 
statement says: 

“We are opposed to any attempt 
from outside to break up Germany.” 

Dalton stressed the choice of the 
word “outside,” asserting that if 
the German people themselves 
chose some form of decentralization 
that was a matter for them. 

“We do not seek the humiliation 
or dismemberment of your coun- 
try,” says the statement addressed 
directly to the German people. 

“If you establish a government 
sincerely willing that Germany 
shall be a good neighbor and a 
good European there shall be no 
humiliation or revenge.” 

Any peace treaty which will 
bring lasting peace to Europe, the 
statement says, must “succeed in 
reconciling the French claim to se- 
curity with the German claim to 
equality.” 

The French people, it says, “must 
be assured of protection against 
violence and menace and the Ger- 
man people must be given accepta- 
ble and peaceful outlets for their 
energy and ambition.” 

The statement demands that the 
peace settlement “establish a new 
association of commonwealth = of 
states, the collective. authority of 
which must transcend over the 
proper sphere the sovereign rights 
of the separate states.” 

Such an association should “con- 
trol such military and economic 
power as will enable it to enforce 
peaceful behavior as between its 
members and thus secure all-round 
reduction of national armaments to 
the level required for preservation 
of internal order.” 

Dalton expressed the hope a way 
would be found for the United 
States to participate in such an 
association. 


HOOVER BENEFIT FOR FINNS 
TURNED DOWN AT STANFORD 


Students Say Sponsoring It Would 
Be “Un-Neutral,” But Agree to 
Help With Other Needy Included. 
PALO ALTO, Cal, Feb. 9 (AP). 
A controversy over the Finnish 
civilian relief drive cropped up yes- 
terday on the campus where Her- 
bert Hoover, national head of the 
campaign, makes his home, 

The Stanford University student 
| body refused to authorize a benefit 
program for Finnish relief on the 
ground that official student body 
sponsorship would' be “an un-neu- 
tral act.” 

Ray Lyman Wilbur, president of 
the university, Hoover’s alma ma- 
ter, dissented. “Feeding the starv- 
ing and clothing the naked have 
nothing to do with neutrality,” he 
said in a statement. 

After a series of conferences the 
committee decided to sponsor a 
program “for the Finns and other 
needy peoples,” the funds to be 
apportioned by another committee.

N Southern Germany, particular- 
ly in old Austria and Czecho-Slo-

Even during the mobilization last 
summer the work on the canals 
and highways was not interrupted 
for a single hour. 

In the complicated, sometimes be- 
wildering, war aspects of the Bal- 
kans, much will be clearer if this 
important fact is not lost from 
view. 

Making war, as Hitler does, as 
much for economic as political ad- 
vantage, he has no reason yet to 
change his purpose of making 
Vienna the Chicago of Europe. 
Through it he expects to clear, and 
to a considerable degree is suc- 
ceeding in clearing, the trade of 
the Balkan and Danubian states. 

As Germany consumes or han- 
dles 40 to 60 per cent of the im- 
ports and exports of Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia,

If 
necessary to obtain foodstuffs, fats, 
raw materials and oil in the Bal- 
kans he will not hesitate to use it 
again and as often as necessary. 
His armies are right there in the 
Danube to back up his demands.

After Germany began her unre- 
stricted submarine campaign in 
1917, the estimated total tonnage of 
ships sunk during the first six 
months of this warfare was 3,856,- 
800, or an average of 21,308 tons a 
day. The present daily average is 
about 7500 tons, 


U. S. Officials’ Views. 


Officials here say that so far the 
British losses have not been seri- 
ous for an economic or naval point 
of view. British construction fig- 
ures are military secrets and. offi- 
cials will not comment on Winston 
Churchill’s assertions that British 
losses. only slightly exceed newly 
built tonnage, currently purchased 
tonnage and tonnage captured from 
the Germans. 

One reason given here for the 
belief that Great Britain has not 
been seriously handicapped by her 
merchant ship losses is the fact that 
there has been no special effort by 
the British to buy American ton- 
nage. The price at present is about 
$45 a ton, which gives a splendid 
profit to those companies which 
acquired their ships at $8 to $10 a 
ton. In the early years of the 
World War American tonnage was 
sold to the Allies as high as $75

Previncialism in American Art. 

To the Mater of the Post-Dispatch: 

AST Tuesday, the Post-Dispatch edi- 

torially, acclaitned the new American 
art which is reflected in the work of 
“Benton, Burchfield, Curry, Grant Wood 
and Reginald Marsh.” Theirs is truly 
a native art—<close to the soil, close to 
the lives of workaday Middle Westerners 
for the most part. It has caught the es- 
sence of the rural and urban areas, as 
seen in the weaving designs, the vivid 
pigment of, say, a Benton or the cool, 
vital peace of a Grant Wood landscape. 

This much, perhaps, is commendable. 
But such art is apt to become a slavish, 
photographie representation of the idol 
Americana. Thomas Craven, the emi- 
nent critic, urges that any and all Conti- 
nental influences be abandoned, and calls 
only for a more fierce indigenous por- 
trayal. The Post-Dispatch follows this 
line of reasoning when it states, in a 
laudatory fashion, that the men named 
have shaken “themselves free of Furo- 
péan restrictions.” 

Such an attitude is regrettable at this 
particular stage in the development of 
American painting. French moderns, 
Picasso and others, still have much 
to teach, even in the matter of design. 
The art emanating from the French 
school is not basically French, nor is it 
European. It is universal in its appeal. 
Pregnant in the work is a spirit of crea- 
tion which is not often found in our own 
paintings. Why this desire to blind 
artists against such forces? 

Sheldon Cheney is undoubtedly right 
when he states that America will one day 
lead the world in both painting and 
sculpture, but it must do even more. The 
candles of creative strivings in Europe 
are being extinguished one by one. We 
must capture and embody the esthetic 
spirit in our culture to preserve it for 
an awakened Europe in the distant fu- 
ture. 

Just as we are holding the Magna 
Carta in trust, so must we guard the 
artistic in a civilization which cannot 
survive these dark hours, This is not 
the moment for narrow regionalism; it 

a time to broaden our provincial con- 
epts and make art universal—as it 
should be—a valid human commentary, 
not just a clever, graphic documentation 
of our local existence.

INDIA SPEAKS OUT. 3 

Tt fs 6000 miles from India to the Western fron 
where British soldiers are ranged against Hitler's 
Siegfried line, and still farther on to Downing Street 
and the Houses of Parliament. But British eyes are 
looking back across that great circle to Bombay and 
New Delhi and the millions who live in squalor in 
the teeming villages of the Ganges country—looking 
back over it more anxiously than at any time in 25 
years. For once again nationalist leaders of India have 
chosen Great Britain's extremity in wartime as the 
hour at which to prese their demands for inde- 
pendence. 

India officially is.at war with Germany. Soldiers 
from India have been moved to Asiatic and Mediter- 
ranean posts. Some have even been sent to the British- 
French front. But the declaration of hostilities 
against Germany was not issued by the people of 
India or their representatives. It was issued by In- 
dia’s British Viceroy, Lord Linlithgow, on behaif of 
the British Government, without consulting Indian 
leaders, There is no support for this war auch as 
the Indians gladly gave in 1914, when they voted con- 
tributions to the cost of the army and the great 
pacifist and proponent of passive resistance, Gandhi, 
helped recruit soldiers. 

Just the contrary today. With official British 
circles providing the only support for the war, In- 
‘dian nationalists, led by Gandhi, have from the 
outbreak of hostilities shown no disposition to co- 
operate. As the war has dragged on, Gandhi has 
stood firm on the Congress party’s demand for im- 
mediate consideration of Indian independence; a 
promise to take it up “when the time came”—Lord 
Linlithgow’s words presumably meaning after the 
war—has not found Gandhi and his followers recep- 
tive. 

And so the talks between the British Viceroy and 
the strange and disarming ascetic, in whose voice 
the inarticulate Indian masses hear themselves speak- 
ing, have fallen into a stalemate. But a stalemate 
is not new for Gandhi or his cause. Progress over 
the years toward a free India has been by agita- 
tion, stalemate and compromise, followed by more 
agitation, more stalemates and more compromises. 
Stalemates in the long run are on India’s side. : 

The history of the India of the last century and 
a half—India since the East India Company went out 
to trade in the Orient and became a government— 
has been a sordid story of the subjugation of ‘roughly 
one-fifth of the human race, subjugation politically, 
economically and culturally. Shrewd British im- 
perialism has exploited cheap, illiterate, childlike 
labor, draining off high profits to London and English 
manors while Indian masses lived in poverty amount- 
ing always to semi-starvation. The extent of this 
drain can be measured by the fact that in a normal 
year the value of Indian exports exceeds that of im- 
ports by $400,000,000. Or, to put it another way, for 


to Indians in wages in good years, they have paid 
$500 to shareholders in Scotland. 

This exploitation inevitably brought opposition, 
opposition that increased as education spread and 
fitted Indians to criticise British policy, opposition 
that has been all the harder to deal with because 
it has been of the civil-disobedience, mass-demon- 
stration variety. Efforts on Britain's part to police 
it by coercion have been expensive, unprofitable and 
discreditable in the eyes of the civilized world. 

Today, as the British lion seeks to recruit Indian 
support for the war, India remembers the lavish 
promises of self-government which Britain made in 
appreciation of India’s whole-hearted backing of the 
last war, promises conveniently forgotten when vic- 
tory had been won on the battlefield. 

Today, as British statesmen of all shades of opin- 
ion join in telling the world that they are fighting 
for the rights of dictator-repressed minorities to self- 
rule, India remembers the post-World War Rowlatt 
Act, which brought the fist of British authority down 
on all civil liberties, and particularly on a free press 
in India. As England states its war aims in terms of 
Hitler’s brutal wrongs against defenseless civilians 
of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, India remembers 
Gen. Dyer’s machine-gun massacre of hundreds of 
unresisting Indians who had gathered peaceably at 
Amritsar five months after the armistice. India re- 
members—and asks for independence, 

Revival of the Indian question is embarrassing to 
Great Britain and the war of the Allies against Hit- 
ler’s rule of might over helpless peoples. Nor is 
that all. It will become more and more embar- 
rassing if nothing is done to relieve the situation. 
Ten years ago, the British journalist, H. N. Brails- 
ford, spoke for a large segment of British opinion 
when he wrote in the Encyclopedia of the Social 
Sciences: “It is no longer a question whether In- 
dian self-government is desirable; it is inevitable. 
India’s will to freedom is fixed.” 

Complete independence may be beyond the realm 
of practicality at this time, although that conceiv- 
ably might be planned to come at the end of a safe 
transition period, during which the military defenses 
would be Indianized and similar protective changes 
brought about. But dominion status, looking to an 
India ranking with Canada and Australia in the Brit- 
ish family of nations, could be offered now and at no 
risk. Gandhi calls for independence, but who can 
say that that skillful compromiser—and the mil- 
lions he speaks for—would not accept self-govern- 
ment in a dominion? . 

Britain's appeals for European minorities will 
ring less than true so long as Britain suppresses one 
of the greatest majorities in the world in India. 
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To John Lewis’ ungallant fling that she was “woozy 
in the head,” Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins has 
replied with heaping coals of elegant fire. 
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WHAT ABOUT THE LAKES-TO-GULF WATERWAY? 

The State Department has not disclosed the terms 
of the new agreement between American and Cana- 
dian negotiators on the St. Lawrence seaway, but 
Middle Western Senators apparently will not be sur- 
prised if the proposed treaty contains the old 1500- 
feet-a-second limitation on the diversion of water 
from Lake Michigan into the Great Lakes-to-the- 
Guif waterway via the Illinois River. In any case, 
Senators Lucas and Slattery of Illinois, both mem- 
bers of the President's party, have served notice that 
they will oppose the treaty if it attempts to write 
that restriction into international law.

OST Americans know that there is a 

milk problem. They know it because 

milk is continually in the news and the 
news is always bad: news of farmers who, 
having milked the American cow, proceed 
to dump her product into the country lanes 
in fierce milk strikes; news of racketeering 
of unions that upset milk delivery wagons 
in the city streets; news of endless investi- 
gations into the “milk trust,” which is 
damned for manipulating prices. 

But behind the headlines, Americans know 
there is a milk problem in a very practical 
sense, They know that whereas the farmer 
gets between 3 and 5 cents for his milk, 
they are asked to pay from 9 to 16 cents 
for it. So farmers feel they are underpaid; 
housewives are sure they are overcharged. 
Both are correct. 

Between 1929 and 1936, our per capita con- 
sumption of milk dropped 68 per cent. The 
milk business is bigger than the two-billion- 
dollar automobile business and the $2,800,- 
000,000 meat-packing industry. Milk is the 
biggest chunk of all farm income—19 per 
cent of all cash American farmers receive. 

Dietitians estimate that children should 
have a quart of milk a day and adults at 
least a pint, By this standard, our per capita 
consumption of fluid milk would be about 
280 quarts a year; actually it is 170 quarts, 

The trouble with milk is price. And that 
it not ineurable. Milk can be distributed 
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same. Where there is no law, there are 
other ways of getting results. 

So the retail price of milk has remained 
high through the depression, higher than 
other foods, higher than the cost of living 
index, higher than wages. Consumption of 
fluid milk has fallen off. 

Milk magnates sometimes express doubt 
that the consumption of milk would increase 
measurably if the price wére to come down. 
But there is considerable evidence that it 
would. The First National chain began to 
sell milk in its Boston stores at 2 cents un- 
der home delivery price and its business 
was increasing rapidly until a new law lim- 
ited the spread to 1 tent and for good méas- 
ure added that milk sold in paper containers 
should be priced a cent above bottled milk. 
Milk consumption in the Boston area there- 
upon dropped 100,000 quarts a day. 

The one immédiate hope that more people 
can get all the milk they want lies with 
store distribution, but the present price is 
set by the cost of home delivery, a service 
that many people cannot afford. Even home 
delivery costs could be brought down some- 
what. A Milwaukee survey showed seven 
companies delivering in each of 147 blocks; 
two blocks were visited by 17 trucks.

He added 
that Mr. Groom’s “word was as 
good as gold” when he received in- 
formation in confidence, 
Covering the City Hall assign- 
ment more than a quarter of a 
century, Mr. Groom became known 
for his thorough acquaintance with 
all branches of municipal. business, 
and with the local political situa- 
tion. He had the confidence of 
city officials and of folitical lead- 
ers and workers of both parties. 
He was in his twentieth year, 
and had lately left school, when he 
went to work for the Post-Dispatch 
Feb, 23, 1908, in the building at 
212 North Broadway. While still 
a “cub” reporter, he was sent with 
others to the scene of a St. Louis 
County train robbery. Near the 
railroad right-of-way he found a 
hat, which proved to be that of one 
of the robbers, and was a useful 
clew in tracking the man, who was 
arrested soon afterward. 
Commended by Judge.“ 
United States District Judge D. 
P. Dyer took notice of the incident, 
and in a statement from the 
bench, commended Groom for his 
assistance in the case. This helped 
in his advancement from cubdom 
into a recognized position as an ex- 
perienced reporter. He was in- 
trusted with “building runs,” and 
was assigned first intermittently, 
then regularly, to City Hall. 
He chronicled the acts and the 
controversies of Mayor Henry W. 
Kiel’s three administrations, in- 
cluding the completion of the mu- 
nicipal bridge, the campaign for the 
$87,000,000 bond issue of 1923, and 
the United Railways franchise ne- 
gotiations. He continued through 
the two administrations of Mayor 
Victor J. Miller, and went to New 
York and to Florida to see Miller 
after the Mayor’s sudden disappear- 
ance from public life. 
After the Democratic sweep of 
1932-33, he made the new contacts 
which enabled him to handle his 
assignment, in the nearly seven 
years of Mayor Dickmann’s govern- 
ment thus far, with the same fa- 
cility as before. He kept in close 
touch with the Democratic City 
Committee. When factional strife 
reached the stage of armed war- 
fare in a City Hall office in 1935, 
he was a witness to a shooting af- 
fray in which three men were 
wounded. 
Elections were his particular as- 
signment, and he invariably spent 
election day in canvassing the pre- 
cinct polls and estimating the prob- 
able total vote, and followed the 
returns through the night, until def- 
inite results were in hand,

PARIS, Feb. 9 (AP).—Premier 
Daladier called on the Chamber of 
Deputies today to give his minis- 
try a continued free hand to prose- 
cute the conflict against Germany 
without parliamentary interfer- 
ence, or to overthrow it. 

Daladier, long since armed with 
power to rule by decree, issued his 
call just before the chamber went 
into its first secret session in 22 
years to debate the Government's 
conduct of the war. 

The chamber voted the secret 
session without specific request 
from the Government. Former Pre- 
mier Leon Blum and other oppo- 
sition leaders had been demanding 
a closed meeting which Daladier 
finally accepted. 

Demands Vote of Oonfidence. 

Just before the vote, which re- 
sulted in a close ballot of 262 votes 
for the secret session to 227 
against, Daladier said: 

J demand urgently the immedi- 
ate opening of the debate, for the 
Government needs to know if it 
can continue to conduct the war 
or if it must yield its place to an- 
other.” . 

As the session proceeded tonight, 
the only indications from behind 
the barred doors were that the 
debate hinged more on political 
than military questions. 

In the exchanges preceding the 
secret session Daladier disclosed 
that French authorities recently 
had raided Gestapo (German se- 
cret police) offices in France and 
uncovered details of German spy 
activities. 

There also came new disclosures 
of a German spy ring in the border 
province of Alsace headed by the 
autonomy leader, Dr. Karl Roos, 
who was executed two days ago. 

Questionnaire to Nazis. 

Daladier said that the raids on 
Gestapo offices had disclosed an 
elaborate questionnaire had been 
sent to the agents from Germany. 

Daladier said that among the 
questions asked the German agents 
were: “Is Daladier liked by the 
masses? What is his prestige? 
What would be the result of a vote 
of confidence? Who are Daladier’s 
friends? Who are his adversa- 
ries?” 

The Premiér said other questions 
asked what confidence France held 
in its Arab populations, in its 
“Black Troops,” and the strength 
of the French police. 

Edouard Herriot, president of the 
Chamber, ordered the galleries 
cleared and the session proceed- 
ed. The Government was expected 
to discuss measures to bring the 
military force of the nation to its 
highest power and to consider for- 
eign policy. 

Even the corridors of the Bour- 
bon palace and rooms adjoining 
the chamber were vacated, and 
ushers were posted to prevent any 
strangers from approaching.

GERMANY WANTS 
BALTIC CONTROL 
ONLY DURING WAR 


Russia Has Same Rights for 


Free Action as Reich, 
Nazi Sources Reply to 
U. S. Diplomat’s Remark. 


BERLIN, Feb. 9 (AP).-—<Author- 
ized Nazi sources said today that 
Germany's claim to mastery of the 
Baltic Sea does not mean that she 
insists upon it being a “German 
lake” permanently. 

The German position, they said, 
applies only to wartime mastery as 
against Britain and France. 

This comment was prompted by 
a statement in Fort Worth, Tex., 
by Hugh 8. Gibson; former United 
States Ambassador to Belgium, that 
Britain and France were sending 
help to Finland with Germany's 
full knowledge and approval be- 
cause “obviously the Germans want 
the Baltic to remain a German 
lake.” 

Russia has the same rights for 
free movement in the Baltic that 
Germany has, the German sources 
explained, adding that so long as 
Finland is in a position to “threat- 
en Leningrad,” Russia's freedom 
of movement there is hampered. 

Small nations, from the view- 
point of Nazi philosophy, have no 
right to stand in the way of the 
aspirations of big powers. 

Authorized German quarters have 
denied reports abroad that Ger- 
many had sent military aid to Rus- 
sia. These denials, however, ap- 
parently do not embrace the fur- 
nishing of spare or substitute parts 
for such military equipment as Ger- 
many sold to Russia before the war 
started 


Official information is lacking 
regarding the method of shipping 
these supplies to Russia. Accord- 
ing to Norwegian sources almost a 
million tons of Russian ore are 
shipped monthly to Germany down 
the Norwegian coast. Conceivably 
these steamers on return trips take 
German spare parts.

5 
search for work, rejections, dlaap- 
pointments, hunger, humiliation— 
and then, boff, suceess. .

A. Harry Moore 
of New Jersey, to the effect that 
the New York Exchange was con- 
templating moving to New Jersey to 
escape the tax. Gov. Moore said 
the tax had made it much cheaper 
to deal in stocks on the Chicago or 
Boston exchanges than on the one 
in New York. 

“The same advantage,” Williams 
said, “applies to the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange, and is by no means lim- 
ited to Chicago and Boston.“

ATHENS, Feb. 9 (AP).—One of 
Premier Gen. John Metaxas’ most 
trusted aids left by plane today 
for Egypt, where the commanders 
of armies concentrated in the Near 
East by Great Britain and France 
are making a tour of inspektion. 
The departure of Undersecretary 
of State Nicouloudis coincided with 
disclosure that Metaxas in a speech 
two days ago warned his compa- 
triots that they faced the danger 
of being drawn into the European 
war. 

It was explained Nicouloudis 
was going to confer with Egyptian 
ministers “on matters interesting to 
both governments,” but it was no- 
ticed that his visit coincided with 


the presence in Egypt of Gen. Max- 
ime Weygand of France and Lieu- 
tenant-General Archibald P. Wa- 
vell of Great Britain, said authori- 
tatively to command between them 
half a million men concentrated. in 
the Near East. 

Greece has received from the two 
Allied Powers pledges to protect 
its independence if it be threatened 
by aggression. 

Metaxas’ speech was made be- 
fore the Salonika Rotary Club 
shortly after his return from the 
Balkan entente meeting at Bel- 
grade, 


He said that already “difficult 
times momentarily threatened to 
involve us,” and added: “I do not 
mean we shall eventually avoid the 
storm. What I can assure you is 
that we shall come out of that 
storm as men capable of demand- 
ing the respect of others.” 

Commenting on the recent con- 
ference of the Balkan Entente 
members at Belgrade, the Premier 
said the door was left open for 
Hungary and Bulgaria “to join us 
in encountering the storm that -is 
coming.” 

He did not disclose what already 
had “momentarily threatened” to 
involve Greece, but said: “If we 
were to remain at peace in a crawl-

NEW YORK, Feb. 9 (AP).— 
Along about 10:30 tonight, unless 
all signs fail, Joe Louis will be 
ready to sit down to his first fried 
chicken in six weeks, still heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 

That gives him half an hour, or 
approximately seven rounds of his 
scheduled 15-round title go with 
Arturo Godoy, the Chilean chal- 
lenger, which is slated to get under 
way at 10 p. m. (p. m. St. Louis 
time), in Madison Square Garden 
before a crowd of more than 18,000. 
And not even Arturo’s relatives 
down there in Iquique think the 
Brown Bomber will need any more 
time than that to dispose of this 
ninth aspirant to his heavyweight 
throne. Of course, Arturo of the 
Andes could make fistie history by 
taking the crown away from the 
dusky one-man wrecking crew, byt 
so could the statue of Billie Penn 
dive off the top of Philadelphia's 
City Hall into the Delaware River. 
That's about as much chance as the 
boys and girls are giving the rough, 
tough Godoy and his South Ameri- 
can way. 

The odds-layers still were holding 
Louis a 1 to 7 favorite today, but 
if you had any folding money to 
put on 27-year-old Arturo’s nose, 
you could get almost any price you 
named. 

Louis weighed in today at 203 
pounds and the South American 
challenger weighed 202. It was the 
most the Brown Bomber has 
weighed for a fight in some time. 
In his last start, against Bob Pas- 
tor at Detroit, last September, he 
scaled an even 200. 

Dr. William Walker, physician of 
the New York State Athletic Com- 
mission, pronounced both fighters 
in perfect condition. 

“Godoy,” he added, “is the calm- 
est fellow I have ever examined 
before a fight with Louis.”

Intelligence is defined as the ability to meet successfully 
the problems of life. Many supposedly brilliant college gradu- 
ates can't always pass this practical test.

If you can educate your children so they 
are self-reliant, so they are moral, so they can earn their own 
way, and so they are discriminating voters, you deserve several 
gold stars. even if you never graduated from grammar school. 

Another test of practical adult intelligence is the ability to 
operate your household on a budget. If you make only $10 per 
week and save but a dime of it, you are smarter than the $100- 
per-week man who is broke before next pay day and must 
“bum” a cigarette, or borrow carfare to the office. 

Courage is also a requisite of the he-man, but courage de- 
mands that a fellow conquer his own laziness until he 
prove his vocabulary.

LMOST any movie fan, when 
Ages will tell you that Merle 
beron's right name is plain 
Mary O’Brien. It’s even been print- 
ed in the news that way a good 
many times, but no less an author- 
ity than Miss Oberon herself, who 
ought to know, says it isn’t so. 
O’Brien does figure in it, but that 
was her middle name—or as close 
to the middle as you can get with a 
four-part title. Correctly and offi- 
cially Miss Oberon was Estelle 
Merle O’Brien Thompson and she 
was one of the Tasmanian Thomp- 
sons who came from that mysteri- 
ous land known as “Down.

That was when she was 
Anne Boleyn in Charles Laugh- 
ton’s “Henry VIII.“ Then she 
was with the late Doug Fairbanks 
in “The Private Life of Don Juan.”

lywood star. Right now she is 
making “We Shall Meet Again” 
with George Brent and Pat O’Brien 
at Warners, 

Merle is English. Her father 
died three months before she was 
born and her mother went to visit 
a sister in Tasmania where Estelle 
Merle first saw the light of day. 
Mother and daughter stayed down 
there for seven years and then 
dashed off for a little jaunt to 
Bombay, India. Two years were 
spent there with friends and then 
Mrs. Thompson set out for Cal- 
cutta where another sister and a 
brother lived.
